Explosion Hammers Fifteen Men Into

—Fifteen men were killed by a pre- 
mature explosion of nltro-glycerlne 
in a tunnel which Is to form part of 
the great aqueduct to carry water 
from the Ashokan dam In the Cat- 
skills to New York city.
